Kansas Citt, Mo., Oct .7 -Bandit* 
held up « Chicago A Alton express 
train Wednesday nitfht at a point less 
than six miles from Kansas l.lty. The 
robbery is the third occurring on that 
railroad within a year, all within 15 
miles of this city. 

The Chicago &■ St. Louis express, 
which pulled out of the Union depot at 
S:80 Wednesday evening, was stopped 
by eight masked men at Evanston. a 
suburban stopping place Just beyond 
Washington Park. Evanston is about 
eight niiles nearer to Kansas City than 
Blue Cut, made celebrated by the no- 
torious James gang. 

The train was stopped at the Evans- 
ton siding by the explosion of torpe> 
ioes which had been placed on the 
track. When the conductor and brake - 
men wont out to ascertain the cause of 
the troabU they were covered with re- 
volvers in the hands of four of the 
eight road agents. The other four 
quickly covered the engineer and fire- 
man. The brakemen was compelled to 
uncouple the baggage and express cars 
from the passenger coaches While 
this was be in if done one of Um rafettaOT 
busied himself by going through the 
pockets of Conductor Graves, who was 



head of the train had ordered Engi- 
neer Vollette and his fireman to climb 
down out of their cab. Enginee r Vol- 
lette hesitated until a pistol ball OTM 
sent whistling by his cars. He and 
the fireman, after this persuasion, 
climbed down quickly, and two of the 
robbers immediately took their places. 
The others of the crowd jumped aboard 
the baegage and express cars. This 
part of the train they ran up the truck, 
toward Independence, Mo., about a 
quarter of a mile. There they com 
pelled the frightened express mes- 
senger to open the door of his car. The 
door once open, they drntrged the mes- 
senger out by the legs, throwing bin 
to the ground, and then tool< bin gun 
away from him The messenger wus 
then compelled to Walk bat k toward 
the other portion of the train 

After securing complete possession 
of the engine and the baggage and ex- 
press enrs the bandits placed 'J4 sticks 
of dynamite upon the big through safe 
and then lifted the smaller way safe 
up on top of It. They applied 
the fuse and the mnteh and 
then, evidently, waited for' the 
explosive to reveal t 
for which so much had la-en risk. 
But for some renson the explosi 
did not go off. and from the NSMW 
developments It iB evident that dvi 
mite had great terrors for the in 
who were not afraid to run the or 
nary risks of train robbery.
